And thereſoze, and foz preventing of the ſame foz the kuture, His Majeſty, with advice and 
conſent of His Eſtates in Paritament, doch hereby Statute , Oꝛdam and Declare, That all and every ſuch perſon oz perſons, who 
chall hertafter o2dinarily and willfully with d aw and abſent themſelves from the ozdinary Meetings of divine Woꝛſhip in their 
own Paroch Church on the L92ds-day, (whether upon account of Popery 02 other diſaffection to the pzeſent Government of the 
Church) ſhall thereby incur the pains and penalties under-Wwzitten, viz. Each Nobleman, Sentleman and Hereto2 , the loſs of a 
fourth part of ilk years rent, in which they ſhail be accuſed and convicted; and every P:omen, Tennent oz Farmer, the loſs of ſuch a 
pꝛopoꝛtion of their free moveables (after the payment of their rents due to their Maſter and Land-10zd) as His Ma je ſties Council ſhall 
think fit, not exceeding a fourth part thereof ; and every Burgeſs to lole the liberty of Merchandtzing, Trading and all other Pzivt- 
ledges within Burgh, and fourth part of their moveables, And his Majeſty, with advice afozeſatd, doth hereby authoziſe and require 
the Loꝛds of His Majcſties Pzivy Council, to be careful to fee this Act put to due execution; and foz that end, to call befoze them all 
ſuch perſons as after admonition of the Miniſter, in pzeſence of two ſufficient witneſſes, and by them ſo atteſted, ſhall be giwen up to 
the Council as tranſgreſſoꝛs of this Act, in with dꝛawing from their Paroch Churches as afozeſaid ; and the ſame , after hearing of 
the parties being duly found, todecern and infl'c> the cenlures and penalties above-menttoned , and ſuch other coꝛpoꝛal puniſhment as 
they ſhall think fit, and direct all trecution nꝛceſſary foꝛ making the ſame effectual, and to do every other thing they ſhall findneceſſary, 
fo: pꝛocuring obedience to this Act and putting the ſame to punctual execution, confozm to the tenoꝛ and intent thereof, And Oꝛdains 
preſents to be pꝛinted, and publiſhed at the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and other plates needfull, that none pꝛetend ignoꝛance
